ALBERTA’S FIRST LIVESTOCK 
MARKETING BOARD 


Personnel of Alberta's first livestock 
marketing board under the Natural 
Products Marketing Act was announc- 
ed Saturday afternoon by Hon. F. 8S 
Grisdale, Minister of Agriculture, 

The board, consisting of 15 members 
was named by the minister at the re- 
quest of representatives of the live 
stock industry in general meeting in 
Calgary November 8th, following the 
endorsing of a live stock marketing 
Plan for the province. 

The marketing plan has been sub- 
mitted to the Federal Marketing board 
at Ottawa, and when it is approved by 
this body, ratified by the Governor-in- 
Council, and finally endorsed by vote 
of Alberta live stock producers, it will 
be the responsibility of the board now 
narned to determine, within the pro- 
visions of the scheme, the procedure 
to be followed in this province in the 
marketing of live stock, and to co- 
ordinate the marketing machinery. 

Work of drafting the marketing 
scheme and submitting it to the live 
stock industry for approval was un- 
dertaken by a provisional live stoc’: 
marketing committee of 17 members. 
Several of these members have been 
renamed to the board by the minister 
In making his announcement on Sa- 
turday, however, Mr. Grisdale stated 
that in naming the board it had been 
found necessary to go outside the per- 
sonnel of the provisional committee 
in order that the various areas of the 
province and the many 
the industry be as shy 
represented. 

It is understood that in the forward- 
ing of the work until such time as an 
order in council is signed declaring 
the marketing scheme effective, the 
newly named board and the provi- 
sional committee will work in con- 
junction. At the expiration of the first 
year of operation of the Alberta mar- 
keting plan the provincial board will 
be elected by direct vote of the live 
stock produeers.

Attention is called to this incident for one reason, and one reason only, 
and that is, to suggest to readers of this column, and in particular to those 
occupying some position of authority in their particular community, that 
they take a look around their own districts and see if there is not some k nd 
of useful community work in which their own people in need of assistance 
could be employed to their benefit and to the benefit of the community as 
a whole 

There are other rural telephone lines in Western Canada badly in need 
of repair and rehabilitation; there are local roads that call for improvement; 
there are school buildings that require attention and repairs; there are other 
things, large and small, that have been neglected because of lack of funds. 
Why not make a survey the community, and then organize the people 
to attend to all such matt giving those in need of assistance an opportun- 
ty to work off burdensome arrears of taxes or earn a few dollars, instead 
of relying solely upon the distribution of direct relief 

By the one method municipalities are placed in a stronger position fin- 
uncially because their tax arrcarages are reduced; by the other both munici- 
palities and its residents are placed deeper in debt. Furthermore, by the 
one method the community as a whole is bettered and improved and its ser- 
es and institutions efticiently maintained, ‘and the morale of its people 
strengthened; by the other neither the municipality nor its residents have 
anything to show for their added liabilities but the fact that they maintained

Meeting the 
absolute necessities of people through the distribution of direct relief is, no 
doubt, an easier way, for the time being. But sooner or later the burden 
must be carried, and paid off, and the longer the grappling with it is de- 
ferred the larger, heavier, and more difficult the burden becomes, Why not 
ackle it now in a forward-looking, constructive way?

Hundred Years Ago 


A hundred years ago, on Oct. 16, 
1834, the House of Commons was 
burned down. The great-grand-father 
of the present Lord Bessborough, 
Governor-General of Canada, per- 
formed feats of valor at the fire.
